REPORTERS,

Rev. 0. B. Frormmwonay and Rev. Henry |
Ward Boecher are two clergymen who have
made themsolves disagreeably prominent in |
the Riohardson-McFarland affair as sympa- |
thizers with, and apologists for, the unfaith- |
ful wife and her lover. Mr. Beecher has
baoked down squarely from his positionand hus
mads & bungling statement, half apologetic |
and balf explanatory. in which he attributes
the disagreeable position into which he got |
himself mainly to the fact that he was not in
the habit of reading the newspapers. Mr.
Beooher, like many a better man before him,
found that he was not strong enough to brave
public opinion, and he has consequently
chosen the judicious plan of eating homble |
pio. Mr. Frothingham, on the contrary, ap.
pears determined to brave it out, and on Sun-
day last he preached a sermon on ““The Foes
of Society,” among which he classed the
editors and reporters nas leaders. Mr,
Frothingham has no very good reason to
fesl much kindness towards the press at this
porticnlar junoture, and smarting as he is
under the eriticisms his eondact has sab.
jected him to, he is soarcely in a position to
judge impartially of the merits and demearits
of the editorial fraternity. THe gives it as his
opinion that the editor must create a sensa-
tion to keep his paper alive; that he has his
spies in his employ, who possess them-
selves of the most sacred seorets and make
them publie; that reporters and interviewers
waylay private gentlemen and report their
private conversations; that they invade par-
lors, and are eavesdroppers and listeners at
keyholes; that an editor wonld atback a minister
and blas: the reputation of a woman for the
purpose of :elling his paper, ote. Al of which
Mr. Frothingham knows to bo substantially
untrue in every particular. The nowspapoer
prosa of the country is not faultless, and it has
a sufficient number of sins to answer for, bnt |
that it does substantially fulfil what Mr.
l"mthiug.;hnm deolaras to bo its trno mission,
“‘to vindicate truth, assist justice, and protect
virtue," every intelligent reader well knows. |
The disgusting affair in which this elergyman
figured so prowinently was a perfoctly legiti-
mate object for newspaper criticis, and tha |
nowspapers would not have done thoir duty |
if they had not condemnod the actors in il,
Mr, Frothingham aund Mr. Beacher appaared |
at the bedside of Richardson ss the apologists
for adultery, and they gave nll the sanction of |
their names and otfees as ministers of the
Gospel to the nnholy and illegal marriags.
They were condemued on every side, and
justly; and Mr. Frothingham would benelit
his own case much more by following the ex-
ample of Mr. Beecher and confessing
grror, than by indulging in foolish tirades
against the editors and reporters who huve
censured his conduct.

Frowm time immemorial men have beon pro.
verbially careless in signing petitions. If
they are headed by a few important nameas, it
is never difficult to obtain a score of addi-
tional signatures, even if the request is of the
most absurd or improper character. Bat
sinoe the days when a practioal joker satirized
this careless habit by obtaining the signatures
of a long list of favored courtiers to a petition
praying for the execntion of their king, thera
haa been no more ridiculous illustration of it
than a dooument recently exhibited at Wash-
ington which sets forth that J. M. Moriarty,
Eaq., has rendered great services to the Ite-
publican party in this bailiwick; that he
shonld have *‘the office of Bupervisor of In-
ternal Revenue, or some office of equal im-
portance” in the gift of the President; that |
he *‘has capacity and integrity:" and that “‘his
appointment would give universal satisfac- |
tion." It is a matter of sufilcient surprise
that any rational men could be induced to
endorse these pretensions, but by means |
which would bo perfectly inexplicable if we |
we were not aware of the extraordinary readi-
ness Lo aign documents of any description,
Moriarty has secured the signatures of the |
lending members of the Union Leagne of |
Philadelphia, as well as the two United States |
Senator and nearly all the Republican Con-
gressmen of Pennsylvanin,

By hook or erook he has procured the very
baest names that could be desived tostrengthon
guch a document, and they have united in
aseribing to him the highest of polition) and
personal virtues. If petitions really mean
nnything. M()l‘iﬁl’l_\' should be mnde Hl;lmr.
visor of Internal Kevenue or something slge
of equal “‘importance’’ furthwith, and yet we
doubt whether any one of the signers to Lis
petition who would earefully inquire into his |
character and antesedonts, would feel justi- |
fled in recommending him for any office of
real importance. As s politician Moriarty's
groat specialty is the convernion of th Irush
Democracy.

MUTUAL ADMIRATION.

Tae Hos. Groner W, Woonwann, formerly
Chief Justice of this State, and now a Re-
presentative in Congress from an interior dis-
triet, is quite as modest in his assumptions
as he is liberal in his views. During the re-
cent Southern tonur made by him, in compuny
with other prominent Pennsylvanians, he
mude alittle speech, in the course of which
Lie assumed the credit of having said that if
the people of Pennaylvania would vole in
favor of negro suffrage he would not raise
further objections; and the people of Penn-
sylvania having substantially so voted at the
recent election, he was willing that the negro
should vote, and would say nothing wmore
against the ratification of the suffrage amend-
ment to the Federal Constitution, despite the
fact that he did not believe the people of
Pennsylvania had voted intelligently on the
subject.  Although this sort of dootrine
sounds strangely when falling from Demo-
oratic lips, and gives usa glimpse of & possi-
ble political millennium, it suits us very well,
and we commend it to the attention of
Judge Woodward's constitnents, to whom,
we fancy, it will not prove quite as palatable.

But liberal as is onur Democratie friend, his
modesty is of quite as pronounced a type,
In the same speech be declared, with affecting
INEenUOUSsHGEH: - “The colored people of my
town respect no one more than they do me!"
In view of the fact that the ex-Chief Justice
has such a high regard for his colored neigh-

| bors as not to desire to ohstruct their right to

the ballot when a majority of the people have
declured that they shuall exercise this right
without obstraetion, it is not a matter of sur-
prise to find the kindly feeling fully rocipro-

cated. As soon as the completa ratification

- of the fifteenth mnendment enfranchises the

colored people of this State, we skall expect
to witness the edifying spectacle of Judge
Woodward soliciting the votes of the colored
people of his town, on the score of a mutual
sentiment of respect. The whito Democracy
of the Twelfth district may not be edified by
the spectacle; but if the respect of the colored
voters is sufliciently wide spread to connter-
balance their disgust, it will be all the same

to Woodward.

THE FRANKING ABUSE.
Posrmasten-Grsenan CreswrLn's assertion
that the franking privilege costs the Govern-
ment five millions of dollars annually, it
seems, has aroused the indignation of certain
Senators and Representatives in Congross,
and our Washington correspondent informs
us that a statement is being prepared to show
that it puts the Government to a yearly ex-
pense of only one million of dollars, The
difference between five millions and one is
quite material, even in this country; but it
will strike the ordinary citizen who is re-
quired to pay the postage upon letters and all
other contrivances which he sends by mail
that even this solitary million is worthy the
attention of Congress. It is true that the ex-
ercise of the franking privilege is not re-
stricted to the membeérs of Congress, but it
is equally true that they fairly monopolize it,
and that this million of dollars would be prac-
tically saved to the country by requiring them
to pay their own postage. The Postmastor-
General is unquestionably the best authority
on the cost of the franking abuse; but even
taking it at the lowest estimate, as made by
officiuls who are interested in its perpotua-
tion, it gives an average of over thres thou-
sand dollars to ench Senator and member of
the lower house. If an annual allowanece of
one thousand dollars were made to ench Con-
gressman for postage, hundreds of thousands
of dollars would be saved every year by the
Giovernment, and there is but little doubt
thut even the members themselves would con-
trive to put aside the larger portion of the
allowance, A reform scarcely less imperative
in the item of Govermment printing wonld
nlsu bo rendered feasible, and altogether the
yearly pmount saved to the Government
would be eounted by millions,
